Criminals and people who are 
anti-social should be isolated 
from society,” said the dark, 
stockily built lawyer. 

“People who become criminals 
have usually bad social back 
ground andnever had much of a 
chance to jead better lives,” he 
said ‘Their parents are often 
jrunkards and take little interest 
in the welfare of their children.” 

Mr. Martin said he fotind that 
most criminals were literate and 
jhad never gone further than 
elementary school Many 
mentally deficient, he added 

He was of the opinion that 
crime could be reduced if certain 
ills were eliminated 

Since he started practicing law 
Mr. Martin has taken the cases 
of 21 persons charged with 
murder.

Bitter cold gripped the United 
States Pacific Northwest today 
as records, many going back to 
the 19th century, toppled in a 
score of cities. 
Northern Idaho, and. eastern 
and central Oregon and Washing- 
ton were the coldest, but it was 
in the normally mild region west 
of. the Cascade Mountains. that 
this century’s records fell. 
Salem, tr Oregori’s “Witlaiiette 
Valley, was the coldest in its 
Weather Bureau history at 10 
degrees below zero, Forest 
Grove’s minus 18 set a record 
there. 


LOWEST SINCE 1838 

Portland at. two below was 
the coldest since/Jan. 15, 1888. 
Seattle’s zero temperature was 
the coldest ever’ reported there, 
with the previous low three above 
on Jan, 31, 1893. 

But the Weather Bureau won't 
recognize the Portland and 
Seattle readings as records since 
the weather stations used to be 
in downtown areas and now are
